On the top of the gentle hill at 
the coLHuence of 
Arkansas and 
Broken Arrow riv ers, about twen­ 
ty-fiv e miles east of Tulsa, I T., 
amid the seclusion of forest and 
hills, nestles the little town of 
Weer. 
The locality is ruggedly pic­ 
turesque and the trav eler does not 
suspect that one fourth of its en­ 
tire population 
hav e met tragic 
deaths at the hands of their neigh­ 
bors within the last fifteen months. 
Nev ertheless this is the case. 
The CHU-e of this unusual mor 
tality has its oTg» n in an incident 
which happenea fiftteo years ago 
and which has kept aliv e since that 
time a sparfe of hatred that upon 
the slighte-t prov ocation leaps into 
a flame of passion and demands the 
flow of blood. 
In 18 8 7 John Cox killed Goog 
Childers. 
Cox was a half-breed 
Coweta clan, Creek Indian. 
Chil 
ders was a full-blood Lochapochar 
clan Creek. 
Cox had married and 
among his children 
was a gin 
named Smi-lee, who at this time 
had been 
placed 
in a mission 
school 
where 
Stev e Venson, a 
young missionary of German ex 
traction, 
was 
employed 
as in 
struct or, with whom Smi-lee fell 
in lov e. 
Goog 
Childers 
was Smi-lee’s 
uncle and made strenuous objection 
to her education by the whites. 
Cox, howev er, kept her in hcnuui 
Here she grew away from Indian 
habits and traditions to such an ex­ 
tent that Childers sought to gain 
his point by poisoning the mother’s 
mind against Cox. 
H e succeeded well and the result 
was a personal encounter between 
Cox and Childers, in which Chil­ 
ders 
was killed 
and his body 
thrown into the riv er. 
The killing 
of Childers put Cox’s life in dtn- 
gtr. 
He took refuge on what is 
now known as Cox’s Island, a 
huge mass of rocks cov ered with 
brush and timber and sev eral acres 
in extent that rises from the mid­ 
dle of the Arkansas riv er near 
Weer. 
On account of the bad blood Cox 
made a dugout in the side of the 
island and fortified it with boul­ 
ders. 
This island was his home 
until Smi-lee finished her educa­ 
tion, when a house was built in 
town, into which he mov ed a td 
where Smi-lee 
kept 
house for 
him. 
T i n r g of the loneliness of the 
situation, she was allowed to be­ 
come a teacher in the mission 
school, Cox returning to the island, 
where he remained until about a 
year ago. 
The hostile feeling between the 
Coxes and the Childers nev er died 
out, and on July 4, 1901, at a pic­

WANTED TO LYNCH. 


Terre Haute Cro wd Tried to Take 
Priso ner fro m Officers. . 


Matthew Alexander, the negro 
who killed Thomas A. Burke at 
his residence in Terre Haute, lod., 
Sunday night by cutting his throat 
after he had made an attack on 
Mrs. Burke, was captured Tuesday 
afternoon in a barn in that city. 
A boy saw him in the barn and 
gav e the alarm. 
He had ev idently

The police surrounded the 
barn and effected his capture.

fered no resistance. 
Sheriff Fasig

Mrs. Jarreau said that she had 
been 
bantered 
by Lukens 
and 
had warned him that if he kept on 
she would thrown him ov erboard. 
He bad continued and she had made 
good her threat, 
Mrs. Jarreau went on to say that 
she had wished to tell the truth 
about the affair on the night of the 
drowning, but had been prev entec 
by Hans Reig, a member of the 
pa r t y, who had warned ev erybody 
that in justice to her good name 
they should all stick to the acciden 
theory. 
Mrs. Jarreau is held by the police 
as a witness. 
After she told her 
story a search was made for Reig 
and it was discov ered that he had 
left the city.
